I Mad dogs are no longer confined to 
“dog days” and 
the 
hot 
summer 
months, many oases having been re­ 
ported within the past month and the 
query arises as to the cause of rablts 
in winter. 
Dr. E. J. Schwartz renders an opin­ 
imi that probably the most direct 
cause of these oases hns t 
weather which has prevailed during 
the past summer months. 
The fact 
that dogs are unable to get plenty or 
water at any time cannot be blamed 
for rabies as many dogs have gone 
mad when there was plenty of water 
to be found, but the dryness of the 
season 
has 
caused 
atmospheric 
changes and conditions to which it la 
thought may be attributed so many 
cases of dog madness. 
The influence of climatic and atmos- 
phereic conditions upon the dumb ani­ 
mals may frequently be noticed in 
many ways at various times both in 
summer and winter and the unusually 
light dry air of the past six months 
seems responsible for these winter 
cases.

Brownsville affair consuiu« d nearly the 
entire session of the senate on Mon 
day. 
Senator Foraker obtained 
the 
fioor early in the day and read letters 
from a former soldier of the Twenty' 
fifth regiment telling of the procedure 
of government detectives in attempts 
to get a confession from him. 
Mr. 
Foraker introduced an amendment to 
his original bill for the re-enlistment 
of these soldiers providing that a com 
mission of three retired army officers 
be created to determine whether the 
discharged soldiers are 
innocent 
of 
complicity 
in 
the 
shooting up 
of 
Brownsville as a prerequisite for their 
re-enlistment instead of leaving that 
duty with the president as provided by 
the 
W arner 
bill. 
The 
president’s 
message giving the results of the war 
department’s investigation 
of 
the 
Brownsville affair was read and 
Mr. 
Foraker again took tho floor to com­ 
ment upon the message. Senator Car 
t<*r announced that on Tuesday ho 
would speak upon tho postal savings 
bank bill and would ask that it bo 
made the unfinished business of the 
senate. Vico President Fairbanks laid 
before the senate rc solutions adopted 
by the National Rivers and Harbors 
congress, asking for an issue of bonds 
to#the amount of $500,000,900 for tho 
improvement of water highways. The 
resolutions were ordered printed in the 
Congressional Record. Separate stato 
hood tor Arizona and New Mexico is 
provided for in two bills introduced by 
Senator Foraker. 
House—While considering bills deal 
ing with affairs in the District of Co­ 
lumbia, the house on Monday passed 
a measure providing for 85-cent gas In 
Washington.
